The British destroyers were the 
Swift and the Broke, and although 
they had received many wounds, 
they returned to port. The story of 
the engagement, compiled from the 
accounts of officers and men, has 
been made public in an official re- 
port. Jt is an exciting and graphic 


story of a boarding encounter with 


cutlasses and bayonets, recalling the 

days when wooden warships came 

together and the men fought on 

desks. . 
HOW IT STARTED. 

The British destroyers were 
steaming on a westerly course. It 
was intensely dark but calm. Th 
Swift sighted the enemy at 600 yards 
and the Germans instantly opened 
fire. There were six German de- 
stroyers, according to German pris- 
oners. The Swift replied and tried 
to ram the leading enemy destroy- 
er. She missed ramming, but shot 


through the German line unscathed, 


and in turning, neatly torpedoed an- 
other boat in the enemy line. 

Again the Swift dashed at the 
leader, which again eluded her and 
fied, with the Swift in pursuit. 

In the meantime the Broke had 
launched a torpedo at the ond 
boat in the line, which hit the mark, 
and then ome fire with every pos- 
e remaining German 
ing furiously for full 


The Broke’s commander swu 
round to port and rammed the thi 
boat fair and square abreast the aft- 


er funnel. Locked together thus, the 


two boate fought a desperate hand- 
to-hand conflict. The Broke swept 
the enemy’s decks at point-blank 
range with every gun from main 
armament to pompon, rifle 
and pistol. 

GUNS IN ACTION. 

Two other German destroyers at- 
tacked and poured a devastating 
fire on the Broke, whose foremost 
gun crews were reduced from 
eighteen to six men. Midshipman 
Donald Gyles, although wounded in 
the eve, kept all the foremost guns 
in action, he himself assisting the 
depleted crews to load. While he 
was thus employed, a number of 
frenzied Germans swarmed up over 
the Broke’s forecastie out of the 
rammed destroyer and, finding them- 
selves amid the blinding flashes of 
forecastie guns, swept aft in a 
shouting mob. 

The midshipman, amid. the dead 
and wounded of his own gun crews, 
and half-blinded by blood, met the 


onset single-handed with an auto- 


matic pistol. He, was grappled by a 
German who tried to wrest the re- 
volver away. Cutlasses and bayonets 
were among the British equipment 
in anticipation of such an event and 
the German was promptly bayoneted 
by Seaman Ingleson. The remainder 
of the invaders, except two 
who feigned death, were driven over 
the side, the two being taken pris- 
oners. 
RAMS LAST BOAT. 


Two minutes after ramming, the 
Broke wrenched herself free from 
her adversary and turned to ram 
the last of the three remaining 
boats. She failed in this object, but 
in ewinging around succeeded in hit- 
ting the boat's consort on the stem 
with a torpedo. Hotly engaged with 
these two fleeing destroyers, the 
Broke attempted to follow the Swift, 


put a shell struck the Broke's botler- 


room, disabling her.main engines. 
The enemy then disappeared in 
the darkness. The Broke. altering 
her course, headed toward a de- 
stroyer, which a few minutes later 
was seen to be heavily afire and 
whose crew, on sighting the British 


— 


he Broke steered slowly toward the 
German, regardless of the danger 
from a possible explosion of the 
magazines, and the German seamen 
redoubled their shouts of “Save! 
Save!” and 

opened fire. 

The Broke, being out of control, 
was unable to maneuver to extricate 
herself, but silenced the treachery 
with four rounds; then, to insure 
her own safety, torpedoed the Ger- 
man amidships. 

KEEPS IN PURSUIT. 

Meanwhile the Swift continued her) 4 
pursuit, but slight injuries which 
she received earlier in the action 
prevented her from maintaining full 
speed so she abandoned the chase 
and sought fresh quarry. Sighting 
the outline of a stationary destroy- 
er, from which shouts were heard, 
the Swift approached warily with 
her guns trained, to find that it was 
the destroyer which had already 
been rammed by the Broke. The

FEARS TREACHERY. 

Fearing treachery, the Swift wait- 
ed and presently the destroyer heeled 
over and sank, stern first, the crew 
jumping into the water. 

As no other enemy was visible 
and the action, which had lasted ap- 
proximately five minutes, appeared 
to be over, the Swift switched on 
her searchlights and lowered boats 
to rescue the swimmers. Those who 
remained of the crews of the Swift 
and the Broke, after exchanging de- 
tails of the action, cheered each 
other until they were hoarse. 

The destroyer Broke was under 
command of Commander Edward R. 
G. R. Evans, who was second in 
command of Scott's Antarctic expedi- 
tion.

whether Russian public opinion

That the edvisability of making 
concrete proposals to Russia in the 
not-distant future, if not now, is 
being seriously discussed con- 
firmed by Talaat's visit, the specific 
purpose of which is largely to agree 
on concrete proposals to Russia as 
soon as the favorable moment is felt 
to have coms. 

The combinations being discussed 
in German political circles all have 
one feature in common—an earnest 
attempt to frame up a bargain in

“Phe conviction has finally won out 
in Germany that the most worth- 
while war aim is reconciliation with 
Russia.

As a further positive inducement 
to Russia, one may expect the Central 
Powers to affect a demonstratively 
benevolent attitude toward extending 
Russia's sphere of influence in Per- 
sia, gently calling Russia's attention 
to the attractive possibility of an 
outlet to the Persian Gulf if Russia 
will only give up for all time its 
hobby for getting hold of Constan- 
tinople and the Dardanelles,

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THOUSANDS OF GERMANS 
DEAD ON BATTLEFIELD. 


Fifteen Teuton Airplanes Come to Grief in Continua- 
tion of Fighting Along the Arras Line—Scarpe Valley 
Continues to be the Scene of Fierce Fighting—Berlin 


Claims British Repulsed. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 


ONDON, April 25.—The British 
troops fighting along the Arras 
battle line made further slight 

advances Wednesday south of the 
Scarpe River.

BATTLE IN THE SCARPE. 

Telegraphing from the British 
army headquarters in France today, 
Reuter’s correspondent says: 

“The Valley continues to 
be the center of the fierce fighting 
now progressing along our front 
from Lens to St. Quentin, and we 
have gained substantial successes. 

“Yesterday afternoon we attacked 
with considerable forces between 
Monchy and cleared various trouble- 
some points of the enemy. The Ger- 
mans continued to mass in the Sart 
and Vert woods, but throughout 
yesterday and last night our batter- 
les maintained a searching fire, and 
it is certain that these smoking

LIBEL SUIT is 
~ SWIFTLY LOST. 


Attorney: Case Against Bar 
Association Non- suited. 


Court Holds Attack on Him 
was in Good Faith. 
Only Evidence of Plaintiff 
Considered in Case. 

The libel action brought dy T. 

Alonzo Wells against the Bar As- 
Sociation of Orange county, for 
$120,000 damages for alleged libel- 
ous letters written by the defend- 
ants to Justice Chipman of the 
Third District Court of Appeal, at 
Sacramento, and Presiding Justice 
Norcross of the Nevada Supreme 
Court, wae non - suited by Judge 
Trippet yesterday, following the tes- 
timony of the plaintiff. 
The court considered first, the 
claim that the communications were 
privileged, and that Mr. Wells had 
not shown he was a resident of Ne- 
vada, a requisite to maintain an ac- 
tion in the Federal Court. Both 
points were decided against Mr. 
Wells, 

Judge Trippet ruled that the 
Plaintiff's action in bringing the suit 
was no doubt to intimidate the Or- 
ange County Bar Association, and 
prevent it from pushing its charges 
against him. The court sald bar as- 
sociations are very necessary or- 
ganizations to keep undesirable peo- 
ple from the profession, and in 
some communities they are very 


In deciding that Mr. Wells is a 
citizen of California, Judge Trippet 
said that the evidence showed he 
went to Carson City, Nev., after he 
had applied on two different occa- 
sions for admission in Los Angeles; 
that he arrived there in July, 1915, 
and on the following October 4, was 
admitted to practice by the Supreme 
Court of Nevada, upon his declara- 
tion that he intended making Ne- 
vada his home. The license wae is- 
sued October 8; six days later he 
went to Placerville, Cal., and on Oc- 
tober 20 was admitted on motion be- 
fore the Third Appellate Court in 
Sacramento; on November 4 he pub- 
lished his card in the Huntington 
Beach News, offering himself as an 
attorney. 

While in Nevada, Mr. Wells nev- 
er had voted, paid no taxes, had not 

, and his name wae in no 
city or telephone directory. But 
thirty days intervened from the is- 
suance of his certificate to practice 
in Nevada, until he published his 
card in Huntington Beach, and the 
newspaper in which the card ap- 
peared announced he had just re- 
turned from a six-months’ vacation. 

Judge Trippet said some of the 
charges against Mr. Wells in the 
communications complained of were 
not true, but he could find no mal- 
ice in the letters, only a desire to 
rid the profession of a man whom 
the defendants thought unworthy. 
The Bar Association of Orange 
county acted in good faith, in the 
opinion of the court. Mr. Wells had 
failed to show that at the time he 
filed the action against the defend- 
ants, September 30, 1916, he was a 
resident of Nevada, therefore the 
court had no jurisdiction.

GETS LIGHT TERM. 


THREE AND HALF YEARS GIVEN 
“PEPPER BANDIT.” 

— — 
Courtroom Silence Broken Only 
by Lusty Cries of Babe Who for 
First Time Sees its Felon-father. 
Convicted Man Stolid when 
Sentenced. 


Albert J. Griffith, the “pepper- 
bandit” of the police de ent, 
who, while a sworn officer of the 
law, threw pepper into a bank mes- 
senger’s eyes, held him up with a 
loaded revolver, and robbed him of 
securities valued at $40,000, was 
sentenced Tuesday to serve three 
and one-half years in San Quentin 
Prison, by Superior Judge Craig. 

'Griffith’s escape from the scene of 
perhaps the boldest robbery of the 
decade was considered one of the 
luckiest known to local criminals, 
and his luck followed him yesterday 
when he received a comparatively 
light sentence. His wife and two 
babies, his sister and parents were 
in tbe courtroom when judgment 
was imposed. The younger of his 
babies had been born since his ar- 
rest, and for the first time yesterday 
saw its felon father. Curiously, this 
infant raised the only sound in the 
courtroom when sentence was im- 

. It eried lustily, demanding 
the attention of its mother, who 
wept quietly. Griffith exhibited a 
same indifference which bran 
him as a criminal of unusual self- 
control and desperation.

LOS ANGELES, April 25, 1917.— 
[To the Editor of The Times:] Your 
article in this morning’s Times is a 
rank injustice to me, and for ten 
long years I have submitted to such 
tales as this being printed in your 
paper, for such has been the advice 


of my attorneys. 

Now, since Judge Bean and Judge 
Henshaw have decided that there is 
no road on the Malibu Rancho, and 
their integrity and ability cannot be 
questioned by any man, why should 
I be longer persecuted by the petty 
politicians of Los Angeles county in 
order that the settlers in Ventura 
county, who took up their lands, 
many of whom, I understand, at the 
request of those interested parties 
in Los Angeles county, and who 
crossed mostly from Ventura county 
side, and who took up their home- 
steads when the Federal injunction 
was in force, and knowing the situ- 
ation? They can get their supplies 
the way they came in. Why should 
the Los Angeles county taxpayers 
foot the bills that the Ventura coun- 
ty settlers should have a road 
through the Malibu Rancho, when, 
by going a very short distance, they 
can have access to a right of way 
already owned by the county to the 
existing State highway, but which ac- 
cess thereto has been closed by a 
prominent club? Are not our taxes 
heavy enough without this? 

I asked Supervisor Hinshaw why 
they did not utilize this right of way, 
and he said: “I do not like to.” No, 
there were too many voters. 

Of course, by closing our rancho 
and being able to search these wasg- 
ons that go to town, their means 
of support is partly taken from 
them. They camp on our rancho, 
among our herds of cattle; they 
graze their stock, light fires and 
burn our wood, and who is to know 
what they are doing at night? They 
take everything they can lay their 
hands on. One of our Buggies that 
had a broken wheel was left near 
the route of travel, and by the time 
the work of the rancho could be left 
to take it to the farm headquarters 
the pole was gone and the wheels 
also. They gather our corn, dig our 
potatoes, steal our sheep and cattle, 
carry off our hay and grain by the 
wagonsful. Is it any wonder we ob- 
ject to these people going through 
our rancho? Would you stand for 
it, in order that a few politicians 
could be benefited from a rise in 
price of their lands? 

We have found a hide of one of 

r calves under a settier’s scraper. 
It had our earmark and brand and 
his hungry hounds were pulling it 
from underneath the scraper. Our 
men came to town to Swear out a 
complaint. Oh, no! It could not be 
done; they failed to take the hide, 
for of course the settlers must be 

. Another time they found 
the hounds had a calf still warm; 
our men did not see it killed, so the 
settler was again protected. 

It was in this same canyon that a 
two weeks’ old calf was found with 
its tail cut off close to its body, its 
ears cut off close to its head, and its 
eyes gouged out, so it could not see. 
Of course, the Rindges love to have 
such people as these prowling over 
their rancho. Of course, the settlers 
can easily enough find where the 
does fall. I have been told that the 
only way to keep the does from be- 
ing shot Is to keep a game warden 
in some of the settlers’ back yards. 

We had men stationed to watch 
our stacks of grain at night because 
three or four fires had been found 
quite close to the stacks, and glass 
arrangements had been found, made 
in the following manner: A pile of 
dry grass and other inflammable 
trash had been placed in the stubble 
near the stacks, on top of this trash 
some paper, then some matches; 
then a glass standing at a certain 
angle, with another glass focused 
upon it, so that when the sun came 
out warm these matches would ig- 
nite, catch in the dry stubble, and 
cause the stacks of barley to burn, 
and thus the identity of the one who 
was responsible for starting the fire 
was concealed; so we placed men to 
guard the stacks day and night, and 


An- 
chored offshore one night and a boat 
put out from it and landed two men 
on our rancho. He watched these 
men, who'staggered past him loaded 
with sacks of stuff on thelr backs 
and with guns very much in evi- 
dence. Of course, it might have 
been bread and butter they were 
carrying to these settlers—as they 
have ho visible means of support— | 
but from the flashing that had been 
going on before the boat landed, if 
it had been bread and butter there 
would have been no need of such 


secrecy. 

I have never told the public about | 
these men smuggling across our 
rancho because my life has been 
threatened so often by them—one 
man going so far as to say he would 
beat me to death it he ever caught 
me alone; but I think the time has 
come to let the public know the 
— of people they are sympathizing 
with. 

It has been proven in court that 
these settlers have much shorter 
ways out to the State highway 
and source of supplies other than 
those from and across the Malibu 
Rancho, and they are using them 
now and have always used them. 
Think what these lawsuits have 
cost the taxpayers. I have been 
told that the Federal case cost more 
than $100,000; the county case or 
cases must have cost more than 
$25,000. In all, I believe that the

Mr. Balfour, 
then in the British Foreign Office, opposed 
the idea so vigorously that it died prema- 
turely and the Kaiser's scheme came to 
naught.” 

Mr. Taylor states that the action of the 
German government referred to was taken, 
not in 1898, but in the summer of 1896, 
while Mr. Olney was Secretary of State. 
Lord Salisbury was Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, and Von Hadowitz, a pupi! and 
friend of Bismarck, was German Ambassa- 
dor. 

The Austrian Ambassador, Count Doub- 
sky, proposed, in behalf of Austria and Ger- 
many, @ renewal of the Holy Alliance of 


‘1817, which was killed by the Monroe Doc- 


trine. Lord Salisbury not only refused to 
assent to this, but notified the German and 
Austrian Ambassadors that, if the attempt 


‘was made, Great Britain would stand with 


her whole strength by the side of the Unit- 
ed States. 

Mr. Taylor sald: “At the critical moment 
Great Britain intervened and saved us from 
what would have been the greatest humil- 
lation in our history.” As the British poet 
laureate stated it:

FILM MARKETING.

M. H. Hoffman, who recently re- 
signed hig position as genera! man- 
ager of Universal Bluebird produc- 
tions and Universal exchanges, yes- 
terday announced his affiliation with 
the Bernstein Film Company, and 
the launching of a unique motion- 
picture enterprise to be known as 
the Hoffman Distribution Company. 

According to Mr. Hoffman's state- 
ment yesterday this enterprise is 
nothing less than the establishment 


of a string of co-operative exchanges 


throughout the country, further 
cinching the open-market pro- 
gramme now beginning to be favored 
by many exhibitors. It is proposed 
to create sixteen of these exchanges. 
The Hoffman concern will be in 
the market to purchase from any 
producer and sell to any of the six- 
teen exchanges, not being limited in 
its output to the Bernstein pictures. 
The exchange men will not be em- 
ployees of the company in the regu- 
lar sense of the word, but will have 
the right to purchase from any 
other producer if they see fit. These 
exchanges, in dealing with the Hoff- 
man company, may purchase a pic- 
ture outright, or may take it on the 
reentage basis. The exchange man 
turn may either sell or sublet to 
the exhibitor, who in turn may him- 
self either sell or sublet tn his own 
territory, as agreed upon between 
himself and the exchange man. 
Hoffman has been in the film busi- 
ness Almost since its inception, most 
of the time with the Universal. In 
conjunction with Mr. H. O. Davis he 
put the Bluebird Universal pictures 
on the market. These have proven 
one of the biggest artistic and finan- 


fetal successes of the past year. 


Mr. Hoffman will keep in close 


touch with exhibitors, as heretofore. 
He will leave for San Francisco to- 


night, and after a short stay there 
make a cross-country trip to New 
York, in the course of which he will 


line up his exchange system. 


“Clean Pictures for: the Clean- 
minded” is announced 4s the slogan, 
in addition to which Mr. Hoffman 
declares no five-reel pictures will be 
made on two-reel subjects. He ex- 
pects to have pictures of all lengths, 
and tn case an exhibitor desires a

for the purchase of stories and 
novels fo be put into picture form.

NO MONEY TO PROVIDE FOR 
DESIRED ADVANCES. 


The pr@posed increase of police 
Salaries was put in the discard by 
the City Council yesterddy morning. 
This followed considerable argu- 
ment between Council members and 
police officials. 

Some changes were suggested in 
the plan originally proposed and the 
City Attorney was asked to look into 


the matter and report in a w on 
possible redraft. 

Councilman Betkouski warned the 
Council as well as the police offi- 
cers present that should the 
advance be allowed, it would de 
one of the pringipal reasons for re- 
turning the tax rate back to the 
“dollar limit.” He stated that he 
would be willing to grant the in- 
crease if any means of securing the 
added sum could be figured out. 

This was indorsed by the majority 
of other Council members. He 
warned those present that unless 
care of disbursements is taken at 
this time, the city will find itself in 
position of the county in a great 
shortage and the Councilmen might 
have to be telling the reasons to a 
grand jury.
